THE FAYLOR CASE, 


In the Faylor case, yesterday, the 
judge refusing to grant a continuance 
until Richard Chute and Stephen T. 
Gage, important witnesses, could be 
found, Attorney Clunie consented on: 
Fayior’s behalf to a voluntary nou 
suit, and a decision to that effect was 
entered. It is stated that the case will 
be reopened whenever the missing 
witnesses ara found. 

In the interest of justice, the case 
should certainly not be permitted to 
drop inthis manner. Public interest 
and indignation should not be allowed 
to cool. This man Faylor testified 
clearly that Senator Williams told

the Riverside County Bill, $250 or $350 
from the pilots, Sufficient has been 
disclosed in this case to warrant a 
furtber investigation. 


ELECTR:C ROAD AND SAVINGS 
BANK, 


The San Francisco papers of Sunday 
devote much space to the affairs of the 
People’s Home Savings Bank of fan 
Francisco, which is about to be inves- 
tigated by the State Bank Commission- 
ers and will probably engage the official 
attention of the Attorney General, the 
trouble arising chiefly from the connec- 
tion of the bank with the Los Angeles. 
Consolidated Electric Railway Com- 
pany (of Arizona.) and enterprises in 
other sections of the country, the 
soundness of which is questioned. 

As a further contribution to the facts 
of this case we publish this morning 
the articles of association of the com- 
pany, from which it will be seen that 
its object was to absorb all the street 
railways of Los Angeles with excep- 
tion of the Temple-street line, Press 
dispatcbes from San Francisco an- 
nounce that there was a run on the 
People’s Home Savings Bank yester- 
day. The run was met by a transfer 
of funds frem the Pacific Kank, the 
parent of the People’s Home Savings 
Bank. The bank bas some 8000 depos- 
itors, largely newsboys, servant girls, 
clerks, mechanics and other working 


| peopie of small means. To these de- 


positors it owes a little less than 


.000,000. 

The local-feature of these develop- 
ments is notable and interesting. 
Wien the Los Angeles Consolidated 
Electric Railway Company was apply- 
ing for a franchise from the City Coun- 
cil it was given out by the promoters, 
and understood by the ptblic, that the 
company did not propose to trench 
upon existing lines of street railway to 
any extent, but thatit sought a new 
field of operations, claiming that there 
were more worlds to conquer, more ter- 
ritory to develop and room for it as 
well a» the otber lines. The authori- 
tative devevelopments in the case thus 
far throw a new light upon the ques- 
tion and show that real ambi-

The articles of 
association, printed. elsewhere, de- 
scribe in detaii the streets over which 
the company propose to run and the

He has agents at work all over the 
country trying’ toinduce the canners 
to enter into an agreement not to sell 
for less than 85 centa a dozen at the 
canneries, aud has already induced a 
large number of the manufacturers to 
sign the contract, The broker agrees 
to advance any money the packer may 
want up to say 60 per cent. of the value 
of the product, and in return for this 
the canner agrees to place the sale of 
his tomatoes in the bands of the en- 
terprising Chicazo gentleman. Cali- 
fornia can supply the United States 
with all the tomatoes the country 
needs, for cash, but not on trust. 


A DETERMINED attempt is to be 
made by the Government to suppress 
the trusts, as will be seen from the fol- 
lowing instructions which were re- 
cently issued by Attorney-General 
Miller to district attorneys throughout 
the country: 


beg tocall your attention to the anti- 
trust statute enacted by the Fifty-first Con- 
gress. Itis my desire that you examine 
ihatlaw carefully, lay it alongside any 
combinations or trusts within your district, 
and if by such measurewent it is f ‘und that 
these trusts: r combinations are infractions 
of the law, pros-cuie vigorously. They are 
vreat abuses, and if tha law can be made to 
reach them it is the duty of the law officers 
of the Government, as 1 doubt not it wiil be 
their pleasure, to do everything possibie 
within the law. to suppress them and to pun- 
ish the wroug-doers. The United States 
Circuit Court of the Middle District of Ten- 
nesses has held the law cons itutional.

The Potato Crop. 

COLEGROVE, July 27. — [Editor 
Trmgs:| -As a mewber of the Farmers’ 
Aiuance | beg to take exceptivn to the 
heading of your editorial in the Sun- 
day’s ‘limes, Muny Spuds’’. In 
my Opinion Loo Many potatoes have not 
been raised in Southeru California this 
year. The trouble is not in the quan- 
tity but 109 the transportation. ‘The 
surpius above home consumption, it is 
estimated, would load sabout three 
thousand cars for the East. This is 
appr ximately the number of carloads 
of oranges sent east this year. The 
oranges ure all gone, and 1¢ does not 


appear why the same transportation 
might not be used to relieve our pota- 
to market. Potatoes are a much more 


favorable freight to handie and to 
transport than oranges, and they ought 
to be carried, I believe, over a road, 


even though it had not been sub- 
sidized by the public, at the 
rate of 650 cents aie bundred 


pounds; whereas the freight now is 95 
cents a hundred on all the transconti- 
nental lines to Chicago. This rate 
practically precludes the shipment of 
potatoes East, and immense quanti- 
ties of thew will perish in the ground. 
‘Phe result wiil be what we saw a year 
or so ago. The iarmers will quit grow- 
ing potatoes, and uext year we will im- 
port from Kansas and the East bun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands, of carloads 
ugain, and pay lor them 21038 cents a 


und, 

Tiere is no doubt about a reasonable 
market for potatoes in the East. At 
least 200,000,000 bushels are consumed 
euch yearin United States and 
what seems a large surplus tor us 
woul: hardly make a break ast for the 
people oi the Mississippi Valley. But 
there ig @ limit tothe umount they are 
willing to pay for that breakfast. If 
tbe industry were properly encour- 
aged we could advantayeously raise 
teu Limes as Many polaloes us we have 
this year; and then we would hardly 
equal the annual 
foreign countries, upon which a duty 
of 15 cents per bushel is paid. 

Tie potato is a most favorable crop 
for small farmers in Southern Califor- 
nia, as they can be planted in the later 
winter months and harvested early in 
the summer, long betore the eusiern 
crop comes in. Yet everything de- 
pends ou getting them to murket.. 
a market for potatwes caunot be 
reacned they will not be ruised. 
reste wilh the railroads to afford facil- 
ities. It means millions or nuihing fur

The Thrilling Experience of 
a Young White Woman. 


WAS SOLD BACK TO HER FATHER 


A Long Search foratost Daughter— 
The Slave of Nanki Pourl 
' Finally Restored to 
Freedom.

father was compélied to buy back his 


own daughter, says the St. Louis 
Chronicle, 

Sixteen years ago Anita S. Cum- 
mings was one of the most beautiful 
young girls in St. Louis. Now you 
could bardly tell wheiler she is an 
American or a Chinese woman. 

For nearly sixteen years ber father, 
Robert 8. Cummings, who was once a 
well-known resident of this city, has 
searched Europe for his daughter, who 
mysteriously disappeared while on her 
wedding tour. 

Three months ago hisefforts were 
rewarded with success. He found his 
daughter a captive in China, and also 
discovered that, ber husband had sold 
her to a Chinese nobieman named 
Nanki Pouri, for $4,000. She could 
spexk hardly a word of English, and 
her skin was 80 bronzed and her fea- 
Lures so distorted thut it was only after 
close scrutiny one could tell whether 
she was a Cninese woman or a0 Amer- 
ican. ‘She arrived in this city with her 
father yesterday morn ng, and they are 
living quietly ina boarding-hbouse on 
Oiive street. 

The story of the girl’s adventures 
and ber father’s long search for her is 
one that has geldom if ever been 
equaled. When Miss Cummings was 
eigiteen years old she met and fell in 
love with Heary 8)Golderman, a hand- 
some but penniless young man. No 
one seemed to know anything about 
him or where he came from. Mr. 
Cummings did not like the idea of 
having him calling upon bis daughter, 
but she finally prevailed upon him to 
allow bim tocall, and afew months 
afterward she indaced bim to consent 
to their marriage; He was a widower 
and be would do auything to secure 
the happiness of bis only child. 

When the young couple were mar- 
ried Mr. Golderman bad no money and 
received but a small salary. Mr, 
mings gave bim $5000 with which to 
go into business. Instead of going 
into business, he decided totake the 
money and gO abroad for a good time. 
lie induced b's young bride to agree to 
his propositiofi, * and, without letting 
ver father kn6éW anything about it, 
they sailed ior’ Europe.

He was out at his pleasaut howe, 
umong the Jersey cattie and under the 
big trees, ceiebrating the Lact that he 
had been tweuty years on the bencu 
aud that he nad tuucned the allotteu 
time of three score aud ten. 
But then the Judge bas no intention 
of following the biblical record with 
uudue fideiity. The wuole commuuity 
will congratulate itself tuat he has 
no preseut intention of retiring from 
the bench, as he is now at liberty to 
do with iull pay at any time. 

Despite his advanced age, his men- 
tai powers are uuiwpaired, and his 
physical heaith and strength are ai- 
most as good as ever. ‘That Judge 
Biodgett ia desirous of remaining in 
tue barvess is a matter for which the 
public may cuugratuiate vot only the 
hunored Judge, but itself, which he 
bas served so well and faithfully. 

For many years Judge B.odgett bas 
made justice possibic; bas emphasized 
the fact that there is such a thing as 
legal philosophy; bas given additional 
proof of the sayiug that “Grant never 
biundered.”’ 

Tne keen brain that made philo- 
sophic decisions is Keeu as ever; the 
iegal k owiedge of the green tree bas 
ripened into fulness and perfection.

HIS REPUTATION AS A JUDGE. 

A well-kuown lawyer, who practices 
much in the Federal! courts, said yes- 
terday that Judge Biodgett tad the 
record of the Judge who had the fe west 
decisions reversed of auy man in the 
Federal courts. This is a reputation 
tuat the Cnief-Justice of the United 
States—before he was Chiei-Justice of 
tie United States—mignt have envied. 
He cume among the legal snap- 
dragoons of the Federal courts aud 
beld bis own from the start. 

His repuiation is that of a judge 
who knows the law and makes other 
folk know the law. 

In this connection they teil a story. 
In the Col, Picbe Cuouzins case an 
attorney, in the flush of oratory, re- 
ferred the Judge toa certain case ol 
wiich he thought the Cuurt was igao- 
rant. : 

**I wish to suggest,” remarked Judge 
Blodgett, “‘that the atturney must not 
go on the theory that the court is not 
iunformad—lI’il stop you, Mr. Attorney, 
if you bint that again!” 

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 

Henry Wiliam Blodgett was born 
at Amherst, Mass., Juiy 21, 1821. His 
parents came to Illinois in 18381. The 
father was a blacksmith and the moth- 
erja woman of culture, At17 the son 
entered Amherst Academy, and. hay- 
ing compieted the course returned Lo 
lilinois, where he became a school- 
teacher and surveyor. 

At the ave of 21 he enterea the law 
office of Scammon & Judd as a student. 
He was admitted .o tne bar 1845, 
aid began the practice of the law a 
Littleford, now Waukegan, where he 
goun gained a repulauon. He was 
elected a member of the State House 
of Representatives in 1852, and in 1868 
State Senator, 

He was at one time intimately asso- 
ciated with the legal affairs of the Chi- 
cago and Noribwestern road. He pro- 
cured the charter of the’ Chicago aud 
Milwaukee road in 1851, and 11s devel- 
Opment was due largely to his efforts. 
He was successively 
and president of the road, e was at 
one time general solicitor of the Mich- 
igun Southern, tne Fort Wayne, the

roads, and was the leading railroad 
lawyer of the Northwest when in_ 1870 
President Grant appointed him Juuge 
of the Uni ed States District Court for 
the Northern District of Illinois.

Then, too, the claim is made that one 
yeur an orchard may returo excessive 
profits and the next year, the yield be- 
ing only moderate, the profits will be 
proportionately seduced. 

The rule established by the San Ber- 
nardino county Supervisors is that it 
is unjust and discouraging to a great 
industry to take a basis for fixing as- 
sessed valuations of property the ex- 
cessive yields of the iand in the way 
of profits for a few yeara.

The death of Mrs. Hopkins-Searles, ons 
of the owners of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, has givep rise to speculative guesses 
regarding the future of the company. 
Though nothing is yet known about the 
contents of Mrs. Searles’s will and the dis- 
position of her immense property, those 


who come nearest being on the inside can: 


make pretty close guesses in relation to 
what the future may bring forth, One San 
Francisco railroad man, who is said to be 
attached to the legal department of the 
raliroad, is quoted as saying that the law 
firm of Hubbard & Stillman have the late 
Mrs. Hopkins-Searles’s power of attorney, 
and that attorneyship lasts for their lifetime. 
They are practically as much owners 
of the Southern Pacific system as 
Liuntington, Stanford and Crocker. They 
can do what they like—sell out or stay in. 
He is of the opinion they will sell out. 
pSearles has always been opposed to the 
railroad business, and it was once an open 
question whether he would not succeed in 
his attempts to get Mrs.. Hopkins-Searles to 
dispose of her interests. He did succeed in 
getting her to sell ber realestate in this 
city and invest in New York realty. Hub- 
bard & Stillman, too, know nothing of rail- 
road business, andit is not sure whether 
they will not favor the proposition to ssall. 
In this case it is easy to say who will be the 
purchasers, There are only three men in 
the United States who would buy. These 
men are Huntington, Crocker and Stanford. 
The eastern men would not buy 
a one-third interest in the Southern 
Pacific Company, 80 they are practically 
out of race. The informant 
of the Chronicle says that Huntington has 
not the capital to secure the interest. “He 
could raise it,” says he, “and would, but 1 
believe that Hubbard & Stillman would 
close with an offer quickly, and if not 

uickly would prefer some spirited bidding 
for it. In this case Stanford and Crocker 
combining could easily command more 
money than Huntington, and would buy in 
the Searles interest. Then Crocker would 
be elected president, as that was once Stan- 
ford’s wish. The sum the Hopkins-Searles 
interest could be bought for is from $30,000, - 
000 to $40,000,000. The entire estate is 
worth in the neighborhood of $75,000,000, 
and the fees of the lawyer who will admin- 
ister on it will amount to $7,500,000—a nice 
plum, truly.”

GAMBLING IN THE ARMY. 


Gen. Graham tolssue an Order For- 
bidding It. 

AS a result of the recent agitation regard- 
ding gambling in the army, Gen. Graham 
commandant at the Presidio, San Fran- 
cisco, will issue orders in a day or two pro- 
hibiting any officer or soldier of his com- 
mand from gambling, either within the 
limits of the garrison or in saloons in the 
vicinity. This order will be the result of 
information recently imparted to Gen. Gra- 
bamthat gambling by the ‘members of his 
command is carried on openly both in out- 
houses on the reservation and in neariy 
every saloon in the immediate vicinity, in 
direct violation of the articles of war and 
the State law. 4 

Speaking of the contemplated order a 
prominent army-officer who has served at 
the Presidio said to a San Francisco Chron- 
icle reporter that Gen. Graham was at last 
taking the right step in the right direction, 
but in issuing the order he should not fer- 
getto specify in particular the officers’ 


club. 

“Why,” said he, “itis alarming to note 
the extent to which gambling prevails 
among the younger officers and the enlisted 
men of ourarmy. It is safe to say that 70 
per cent. of the money paid out monthly to 
our army by the paymasters is spent by 
the recipients at the gambling tables. When 
{ was stationed at the Presidio Il have my- 
self seen gambling in every form conducted 
in outhouses and saloons near the garrison, 
and in many instances 1 have seen in the 
latter placés police officers present drinking 
with and encouraging the players. 

“Not alone are the men violating army 
regulations and existing orders, but the 
commissioned officers are doing the same. 
Perhaps you do not know it, but I do. At 
the Presidio there is a beautiful building 
which on official papers is known as the 
Assembly or Recreation Hall, built several 
years ago at an expense of $35,000 to the 
Government, for the use of the officers and 
enlisted mén as agyinnasium. No enlisted 
man has, however, to my knowledge ever 
entered it for recreation. ‘Today it is known 
as the officers’ mess, the courtroom or raii- 
road hall. In this building the bfficers as- 
semble and entertain their friends during 


| 


their leisure hours, passing the time off duty 
in gambiing and drinking. It is not an 
unfrequent occurrence to see a bevy of red- 
ered officers sneaking from its doers when 
the bugler of the guard Sounds the first call 

e night in playing poker. 

“This the mes notice, and they follow 
the example of their superiors, When 
‘taps’ are sounded tie men repair to out- 
houses, put blankets over the windows and 
play cards until reveille, or until one player 
has allthe money. Gambling in the rank 
and fileof our army is one of the worst 
evils that commanding officers have to con- 
tend with, and because of the proclivities 
of the officers under them, on whom they 
depend to execute their orders, they are in 
many instances powerless to suppress it. It 
is on the principle that ‘peopie who livein 
glass houses should not throw stones;”’ and 
again it frequently occurs that officers are 
in debt to the men of their company, and 
dare not say a word except to warn the 
men and put them on their guard,”
